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AS TO THE PUBLIC LANDS. 

The mission of Hon. Messrs. Haul- 
tain and Sifton of ‘the Northwest gov. 
ernment to Ottawa is undoubtedly in 
connection with a re-adjustment . of 
the relations between the federal and 
local governments, in the maiter of 
division of authority and finamces. 

One of the questions frequently al- 
luded to in the press of the Territories 


is tbe ownershig, cf the public lands. 
At gcesent the public lands of the 
Northwest axe administered hy the 
federal government, and the claim is 
made that they should be handed over 
to the local government. Some ofj the 
arguments used seem to be based on 
the idea that *he Territories and) the 
Dominion are separate states, inde- 
pendent! of each other, now about 
to en‘er into a new tresty. The fact 
is that citizens of the Territories are 
citizens of the Dominion, and the lands 
of the Territories are lands of the Do- 
minioit, The division of authority be- 
tween local and federal governments 
is merely a division for convenience 
and mutual advantage. The success 
of the West depends more upon, the 
proper sduninistration of its lands than 
upon their ownership by one govern- 
ment or enother. It is more import- 
ant how they are sdminisiered than 
who sball administer them. In. ihe 
West for the past twenty years at least 
it has been accepted, as esiablished that 
land suitable for homesteading should 
not be used to produce revenue. That 
there was ‘more advantage to.the coun- 
try in holding ouc the inducement of 
free land to pioneer settlers than in 
holding the land at a price as a means 
of revenue. This conclusion was ar- 
rived at as the result of bitter experi- 
ence in the Territories. The idea that 
the public lands should be given free 
to setilers has taken such strong root 
in the United States that there even 
where a reserve has been bought from 
the Indians by the central govern- 
ment the land is offered free to actual 
settlers. The demand for control of 
the gublic lands by the Territorial gov- 
ernment is based on the idea of using 
those iands as a means of producing 
revenue by their sale, The Bulletin 
takes the position that whoever con- 
trols the land suitable for homestead- 
ing, it should for many, years yet and 
until the waste places are filled much 
fuller than they are now, be offered 
free as an inducement to seitlement 
rather than be sold to produce revenue. 
The bomestead iund should not be used 
to produce revenue, and if it is not ‘to 
be so used its administration would 
be a, burden and not a benefit iq the 
local government. 

This argument does not apply to 
lands valuable for timber and miner- 
als, which are held for sale in any case, 
and where development is not serious- 
ly hindered by being held for sale. 
Possibly if the free farm lands are to 
eontinye to be adiminisiered by the 
Dominion, owing to the difficulty of 
determining just whai land is valu- 
able for timber and minerals, - and 
what is not ii would be a convenience 
to have “lose iands also administered 
by the same authority. But the peo- 
ple of the Territories as citizens of 
Canada are entitled to the same share 
of the public cevenues for local pur- 
poses as are ‘he citizens of other pro- 
vinees. It is not fair that revenues 
derived from the timver and minerals 
of the Northwest should be used for 
the public purposes of ihe Dominion 
at large, waen ihe revenues so deriv- 
ed in every other province except 
Manitoba aré applied to ihe local pur- 
poses of the province. This is a busi- 
mess matter, and if the timber and 
minerals of the Territories are to con- 
tinue to be administered by, ihe Domin- 
ion goverament either a fair percent- 
age of the net revenue derived from 
them should go ‘ack to the Territories 
for the purposes of the loca] govern- 
ment or a bulk sum should be paid} an- 
nually for the relinquishment of uhe 
right to those revenues by the Terri- 
tories.. : 

The lands suitable for homestead 
settlement which have already been 
alienated by the federe! government 
for the benefit of raiiway companies, 
also offers fair ground for a demand 
for compens?‘ion by the local govern- 
ment, Whils part of these lands were 
granted in aid cf railways built) in 
the Territories 0 large part were 
granted in vid of railways in the pro- 
vinees. The grant in aid of the C. P. 
R. is a notable instance of this. The 
road is some 3,000 miles in length. 
Only 700 miles of this is inside the Ter- 
ritorues. But the whole 25,000,000 
acres of land with which ihe road was 
bonused was selected in the Territories. 
Even where the raibvay aided is entire- 
ly wich'n the Territories, the grant of 
lands is a specia! zid co construction 
not required in the provinces. There 


the railways are bonused by the feder. 
al government ip cash. The people of 
the Nerthwesi are entitled to have | 


their railways aided to the same e t 
and in the same way. When lan 
were given instead of casb the result 
was a saving to the federal treasury 
of the amount of cash aid usually 
granted in the provinces. The rail- 
roads were built not merely for the ad- 
vantage of the people living along 
them but as ihe cjauso in their char. 
ters declares for the general advan- 
tage of Canada therefore the 
burden of necessary aid should be 
berne by the whole of Capada and not 
by the Territor‘es alone. Lands of the 
Northwest which have thus been di- 
verted from the purpoce in which 
is acknowledged to lie their best value, 
and have been used instead pf cash 
by the federal authority for federal 
purposes must be setitled for in cash 
from the federal treasury, if the peo- 
ple of the new Northwest province 
are to be placed om an even fipancial 
footing with the reople of the other 
provinces of the Dominion. i 
For lands that have been or are to 
be administered to promote the set- 
tlement which every ove desires, by 
being offered free to actual settlers, 
we ask no financial ceasideration as 
a province. But for lands that have 
been or are to bejused either to pro- 
duce revenue for the federal treasury 
or to save expenditures from it, we as 
a province are entitled to financial con- 
sideration for purely provincial pur- 
poses, ov we are discriminated against 
as compared with other provinces of 


the Dominion, Cy 
— 


INDIAN RESERVES. 

The tract of country south of Stra- 
thcona known as the Indian reserve is 
covered with stubble fields and grain 
stacks. Seven steam threshers are 
finding ample work on it this fall. It 
is producing many thousands of bush- 
els of grain and thereby adding wealth 
to the country. Had it remained in 
the hauds of +4e Indians it would still 
be a tax eating insteadof a tax paying 
proposition. The lesson of this re- 
serve may very well be applied to the 
case of others similarly situated. 
The Indians make no practical use of 
the reserve: which they hold. Where 
the land is good and, well situated for 
market white men ¢an turn it to much 
better account than the Indians do. 
A township in a good hunting country 
and near a fishing lake is more valu- 
able to the Indians than a ‘township of 
fine agricultural land near a railway 
station. It is a loss to the country 
to have such lands lying idle in the 
hands of the Indians when white men 
want to use them and are willing to 
pay for them. It is a loss to the) In- 
dian to compel him to remain in un- 
congenial surroundings to which he 
cannot adapt himself when he has the 
ppportunity to remove tc congenial 
surroundings, and by the sale of the 
land ensure himself a 
annuity. 


Supposing a reserve is of the same 


area as a surveyed township, six 
miles square, it contains 23,040 acres. 
As a matter of fact most of the re- 
serves are somewhat larger. The land 
in all those remaining along the Cal- 
gary and Edmonton railway line in 
Northern Alberta,is worth from $3 ‘to 
$5 an acre unimproved. Take the 
higher price for the choice reserves, 
and a township is worth $115,020. Al- 
low interest on this amount’ at three 
pec cent, $3,456 a year. Placing the 
number of Indians ow a reserve at 200 
this would be an annual ipcome of $17 
per head or $85 for each family of 
five. Such an amount paid to the In- 
dians each year in say quarterly in- 
stalme™*s, with their removal to other 
reserves in a better game and fish reg- 
ion would enahle them) to be entirely 
self-suppotting, st much less cost to 
the country than at present, and with 
great tenefit to themselves. ; 

The questions of Indian Teserves is 
a very live one in Alberta, and par- 
ticularly in North Alberia. OThe Cal- 
gary & Edmonton «railway cuts 
through some ‘bree townships of re- 
serves between Ponoka and Wetaski- 
win, and the Stony Plain, Michael’s 
and Alexandre’s reserves north of the 
Saskatchewan are surrounded by set- 
tiement. What has occurred in the 
case of the late reserve south of 
Strathcona is being repeated in the 
case of the Wolf Creek reserve south 
of Ponoka, recently thrown open, and. 
would be repegted in the case of each 
ove of the other reserves mentioned, 
if the opportunity were offered. 


Of course the reserves belong to the 
Indians absolutely and they cannot! be 
displaced except with their conse nt ,— 
praccically by meansi of a pew treaty. 
But where the reasons for such a new 
treaty are so strong from the stand 
point both of the Indian and the coun- 
try all that is needed is the proper ef- 
fort to come to a business arrrange- 
ment. Hitherto no effort has been 
made. The Indiap department has set 
itself steadfastly against any attempt 
at displacing the Indians from their 
teserves. The Strathcona and Ponoka 
teserves were abandoned by the In- 
dians or they would he unproductive 
and a bar to setilement yet. Where 
a reserve was taken over the price was 
placed in the Indian fund and from 
time to time expenditures from the 
fund were made on behalf af the In- 
dians. But the Indians were not 
allowed to handle the money, nor were 
they allowed ‘a have justi what they 
wanted from its use. It could nat be 
expected that the Indians would be 
anxious to sell on such terms, Bui if 


} the Indians were to he paid in cash the 


annual interest om the selling’ talue 
of their lands there is no doubt they 
would sell readily, and allow the iands 
now locked up to hecome available for 
settlement, while they would remove 
to more congenial conditions further 


‘ comfortable 


away from settlement, which experi- 
ence has proven to be a curse and ‘not 


a blessing to the Indian.

Her results would 
necessarily have been much larger had 
she not been forced through having 
no coal tender,towork cnhbarsin the 
vicinity of town which bad been work- 
ec. over 'y grizzley miners for the past 
thirty years.

In speaking of the work of mining 
here Mr. Hobson said; “It is now. past 
all experimenting and is on a practi- 
cal basis. The only thing now want- 
ing is the dredge to lift dhe gravel, but 
caution should be used in. the consiruc- 
tion, and I should advise that a prac- 
tical man make a thorough inspection 
before determining on the clans of new 
dredges for the Saskatchewan.” 


The Minto worked about 2000 cubic 
yards, her machinery being very un- 
satisfactory, and though much of the 
gold was lost, through ‘these defects, 
she saved at the rate of 28 per! cubic 
yard. With all the dredges { the 
amount of gravel washed was not so 
great as it might be but the amount 
of gold saved for each yard of gravel 
washed was quite satisfactory. The 
machinery for moving the gravel 
might be deficient but. the richness of 
that moved was all that could be wish- 
ed for. 

Mr. Hobson. speaking of tha pros- 
pects, said: “There is a .vast bed of 
gravel in the Saskatchewan river, and 
it carries savable gold from one dol- 
lar per cubic yard down to a few cents

that does not carry payable gold. It 
can be dredged for six months in the 
year hy modern, up-to-date dredges, 
the dredges can be worked day and 
night without trouble. Steamers can 
run on the river, and coal, if supplied 
by the company, can be put on the 
bank at 90° per ton. The gold can 
be saved by a simple process. We are 
situated on a railway which will short- 
ly cross the river of Edmonion,. and 
there is every prospect of the dredging 
industry on the Saskatchewan be- 
coming one of the largest, and best 
paying dredging industries im :the

MacLeod Advunce.

source of the Kootenay oil supply. On 
Friday last a shipment of machinery, 
including 2 diamond drill of ihe latest 
make and 1 heavy steam hoiler arrived 
at this point, and. on Saturday morning 
by an early hour the most of the plant 
had been pleced ou wagons and the 
start for the Kootenay oil Llields begun. 
In conversation. with a member of the 
company we find that a, number of 
prominent northera capitalists are in- 
terested in the venture, principal 
among whom are Mr. Vanwart, of Cal- 
gary, ana J. Liceham, Okotoks. The 
drilling outfit which was brought up 
from Pesrolia, Ont., is capatle of 
drilling a 6-in bole 1500 feet or more, 
but it is thought that long before this 
depth is reached the oil deposit will 
have been struck and the crude pre- 
troleum being brought up! to the sur- 
face. It will be some six weeks before 
the drill can be put at work as a wag- 
on road, a mile and a half in length, 
will have to be blasted out of the solid 
rock before the spot selected to begin 
operations can be reached. It is just 
possible it may be Christmas time be- 
fore the drill will be started on its way 
down in search of the petroleum which 
is somewhere hidden. A gentleman 
from Petrolia, Ont., an oil expert well 
known in that part of the country, was 
expected up on Saturday last.

REDUCTION WORKS FOR TROUT LAKE, 


Vancouver, Oct. 8.—(Special.}—An- 
other rich deposit of ore has been 
found in Trout lake district, Kootenay, 
four miles from the weli known Silver 
Cup wine, which is now a regular ship- 
per. The new find is called the Metro- 
politan. Charles McCrossen, brother- 
in-law of Dr. Monro of Vancouver, 
first took hold of the property, and 
with several Minneapolis people is 
now developing it. 

Mr. MeCrossan has just returned 
from San Frangisco, where he has pur- 
chaged a 30-ton reduction plant, which 
he is having thipped to Trout lake. 
Mr. McCrossan states that the ore is 
galena, and that 18 men have been 
working on a tunnel since spring. He 
gays that all the silver lead ore thus 
far secured run* from $400 to $600 to 
the ton. Dhey have had several offers 
for the prospect, for it is) yet little 
more. One of these was for $1,000 cash. 


If the ore holds out, however, it will 
be the richest mine in British Colum- 
bia, even though it is a silver praposi- 
tion. Owing to the difficulty of get- 
ting the ore shipped to Trail, it cost 
$40 a ion to handle, thus it was ab- 
solutely necessary ‘to reduce the ore 
with a plant on the ground.

THE WAR. 


A London despatch summarizes the | 


war situation as follows: The 
eapture of Geueral Botha, is now Lord 
Kitcheaer’s chief objective point. The 
despatches ars most confusing, repre- 
senting him one day as heading north- 
ward and the next as doubling back 
southward. The natural explanation is 
that after his retirement to Wakker- 
strom he learned tbat the British col- 
umas were pressing upon him from 
various directions and broke up ihis 
force into emel bards, which are mov- 
ing rortb, south end west. The British 
pursuit of Both>’s transport has been 
unsuccessful ‘anid while a large force 
has been concentrated in the Wakker- 
strom district the prospect of making 
a largecapture of Botha’s men is un- 
promising. Diversions in other direc- 
tions for relief of Bo‘ha have been 
looked for, but there is no definite in- 
formation. Delarey aud Kemp have 
tossed the Vaal into the Orange 
River Colony for this object, but no 
British reverse has been reported. 
DeWet and Steyn are not mentioned 
in. any dispatches, The Boer bands 
in Cape Uolony are acting inde- 
pendently end with increasing aud- 
acity, for they have beer perilously 
mear Cape Town, but they, seem in- 
capable of serious fighting and  ex- 
haust their resources in looting. No 
reprisa!s for the drastic British 


methods of dealing with treason in 
Cape Colany have been reported. 
The change of policy was well timed, 
since the Boers are apparently un- 
able to take prisoners.

I’m going to say a few words about 
the east; I never was. much of a iwest- 
erner. I know that some smart. im- 
pressionable chaps go out to Edmon- 
ton or Winnipeg and, in a year’s time 
come back with cowtoy hats, a little 
picked-up and pasted-in slang in their 
vernacular, long, empty pockets to put 
up champagne suppers with and emp. 
ty, long tongues to yarn with over ten 
cent cigars. But these chaps are Do 
more westerners than I was when I 
got back to the bumid shores of old 
Bruce and felt the soppy wind/on my 
face like the peli of, a whrm. dish, rag. 
People duwn here talk about climate— 
as though they had, such’ a thing. The 
prevalent idea here is that Ontario en- 
joys a happy immunity from all the 
climatic catasirophies that make all 
the rest of the world a danger or a 
weariness to the flesh. There are no 
earthquakes here. if there were they 
would smash all the ruts in the aid 
travelied roads, and what would Bruce 
county do without them? I thought 
Edmonton had all the extra Bruceters 
but 1 found, quite a, colony of them in 
Winnipeg. They are running quite a 
race with the Icelanders there for the 
establishmcn* of a tace problem. There 
was a Bruce farmer on the “Maniteba” 
from Fort William to the Soo; There 
wasn’t anything ancient enough on 
board to suit him. The passengers all 
had on too mary knick knacks and the 
engine had too many fol-de-rols, and 
there wasn’t any blackstrap and gravy 
on che bi'l of fare. He said that a day 
ona real Bruce rock with a littie moss 
on the water’s edge and a, boitle of 
raspberry vinegar was worth a year 
of Fort William. ; 

But that is ineiden‘al, I was speaking 
of climate and earthquakes. Lots of 
climatic rooters down here bave heard 
of the Calgary sand storms, but they 
know pothing of the Mdmonion wet 
seasons, nor of snow in September. Call 
you a sound sleeper if you say any- 
thing about ice hummocks on, the Sas- 
katchewan in the middle of June. If 
you siy anything about half-breed 
children claying barefooted in Edmon- 
ton the week before Christmas you 
are dubbed a cheerful liar, and if you 
declare on oath that a Sturgeon farm- 
er cut oats last year when the ther- 
momeier was below zero you are called 
Annanias. There’s one great per- 
verse nolion here that Edmonton is 
a Cree word for cold country and it 
is likely to gain you more credit for 
petinacy than for iruth if you at- 
tempt to dispel the illusion by stating 
the facts, That’s how even my repu- 
tation has become tarnished in the sar 
cred cause of truth, 

Until you hear from me again don’t 
encourage anyone to come to Strat- 
ford—a Bruce man will need; no ware- 
ing. &

If it 
spreads quickly, active steps will be 
taken to see that every person in 
the city is vaccinated. Tf it does nat 
spread to an alarming extent, the 
act may not be rigidly enforced.

Macdonald. Mr. ange ssa gets 
veral acres on the upper level upon 
which stand hic house and stables and 
the greater part of the flat covered 
by river lot 20. The price paid Mr. 
| Macdonald is $75 an acre. 

The 29 acres sold by D. McDougall 
faces Rat Creek, 30 that by these pur- 
chases the government owns from the 
river through to the creek. The price 
paid Mr. McDougall is $50 an acre. 

The land is chiefly unimproved, but 
the soil 's of exceilent quaiity and the 
situation such as to offer every ad- 
vantage, “oti for location of buildings 
and cultiva~‘on of the soil. A roadway 
traverses the westerly side of the prop- 
erty and a bridge has been erected over 
Rat Creek by the Northwest govern- 
ment. The irtention is to, erect the 
jail facing this roadway and several 
hundred jards north from the bank 
of the river vajley.
